SENATE REPORT 


Way for Early Action as 
Hoover Has Urged. 


Provision Is for 225-Mile 

Waterway From Lake 
Ontario to Tidewater at 
City of Montreal.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22-—The 


Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee today favorably reported the 
treaty between the United States 
and Canada for constriction of the 


gigantic St. Lawrence seaway. The 
treaty was negotiated July 18, 1932. 

The committee’s action paves the 
way for early action on ratification, 
as urged by Presidert Hoover in 
his message to Congress last Mon- 
day. Mr. Hoover said the project 
would serve a great national pur- 
pose and was of importance to re- 
lieve unemployment fy its con- 
struction. 

It was understood tha: the treaty 
would not be taken up immediately 
after March 4 during the usual ex- 
tra session of the Senate, at the 
time of inauguration, as had been 
tentatively planned, but tnat it 
would be left for the expected ex- 
tra session. 

How the Senators Stand. 

Although four committee ab- 
sentees remained to te polled, a 
favorable report was assured when 
Chairman Borah recorded two ad- 
ditional names to make the vote 
12 to 5. At the time the commit- 
tee meeting broke up, the vote was 
10 to 5, with seven abrentees. Bo- 
rah gbtained “aye” votes from Sen- 


inson, Indiana, Republizans.

Moorehead, who previously had 
testified that Mrs. Barnett was 
“flat broke” when he loaned her 
money for the marriage ceremony, 
said he was summoned from Tulsa 
to Coffeyville, Kan., to be told by 
Mrs. Barnett that she was “in a 
fix over the guardian,” and asked 
him to see McGugin. 

Moorehead said he talked to Mc- 
Gugin, an attorney, who told him: 

“We've got to arrange for a half- 
breed Indian baby. I have had a 
doctor examine Barnett and Mrs. 
Barnett and a baby will fit in 
right.’ 

Moorehead said McGugin asked 
for his advice. 

“I told him that the only way I 
knew to get a baby was for Jackson 
to be the daddy.” 

After Moorehead’s testimony, a 
deposition was read from Mason, 
who said he went to a Coffeyville 
hotel with McGugin. 

“McGugin gave a secret knock on 
the door,” Mason’s deposition read. 
“Mrs. Barnett finally opened the 
door. I asked McGugin why all the 
secrecy and he said: We have to 
keep the old son of a gun guarded 
or he'll run off.’

City Last Year Paid $731,392 to Private 
Companies for Electricity and Gas—

In the course of a survey of the 
city’s cost of lighting its streets, 
public buildings, parks and cther 
public places, a Post-Dispatcn re 
porter made the interesting dis 
covery that 16 years ago an ordi. 
nance authorized the establishment 
of a municipal electric plant and 
made provision for a fund with 
which to construct it. 

Presumably enacted to enable 


the city to save money, the ordi- 
nance provided for the construc- 
tion of both generating plant and 
distribution system. Since then 
from bond issues the city has con 
structed an electric street lignting 
system covering a large part of the 
city at a cost of more than $7,000, 
000, but the provision for a gener

Electricity and gas, for which 
the city paid $731,392 in the tas: 
fiscal year, are purchased under 
contracts which are to expire soon. 
The electricity contract is with 
Union Electric Light & Power Co 
and runs to Dec. 1, 1936. The gas 
contract, with Laclede Gas Light 
Co., expires next April. Onder 
these contracts the city pays 1.1 
cents a kilowatt hour for elect icity 
for street lighting and 31.048 u 1900 
cubic feet for gas.

AMENDMENT FOR

Author Takes Refuge on In- 
formal Calendar—Changed 
Measure Unlikely to Be

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 22.— 
Representative MeCawleys at- 
tempt to restore the old 42 per 
cent legal interest on small loans 
suddeniy became a losing fight to 
prevent a reduction from the pres- 

ent 30 per cent rate. 

In the House late yesterday 
afternoon, McCawley was able to 
muster only 18 votes against an on- 
slaught to turn his own bill against 
him. He sought refuge on the in- 
formal calendar, placing his bill 
there over the protest of Repre- 
sentative O’Bryan of Moberly, and 
others, who demanded that it be 
perfected as amended to make the 
legal rate from one-half of 1 per 
cent to 1 per cent a month lower. 

The measure, which became 
known among legislators as “Mc- 
Cawley’s Wolf,” from a recent 
Post-Dispatch cartoon which dealt 
with the proposal to increase the 
interest rates, would have in- 
creased the present legal rate of 
2% per cent a month on small 
loans to 3% per cent on the first 
$100. It received the roughest 
treatment accorded any bill since 
the Legislature convened. The 
House amended it to reduce the 
rate to 2 per cent on the first $100, 
and to 1% per cent on amounts of 


Several Amendments Offered. 

McCawley called it up for per- 
fection and explained its provi- 
| Sions. The moment he yielded the 
floor at least 15 members were 
shouting for recognition and wav- 
ing amendments at the Speaker. 
O’Bryan was recognized. His 
amendment proposed cutting the 
rate from 2% to 1% per cent. 

Representative Iffrig of St. 
Charles was next. He had a sub- 
stitute for the O’Bryan amend- 
ment and proposed making the 
rate two-thirds of 1 per cent. 
O’Bryan thought that was going a 
little too far and Iffrig withdrew 
his substitute. 

Representative Bennett of Sa- 
lem was ready with another sub- 
stitute. He proposed to make the 
rate 2 per cent on the first $100 
and 1% per cent on the remain- 
der. The maximum loan under the 
special law applicable to small 
loan companies is $300. 

There were many speeches, most 
of them in favor of the Bennett 
substitute, though Representative 
Keating, majority floor leader, de- 
fended the McCawley bill. ö 

Parliamentary Row Develops. 

Only 88 of the 149 members vot- 
ed on the Bennett substitute, but 
70 of the 88 voted for it and only 
18 against it. McCawley’s bill had 
been amended to reduce the legal 
rate one-half of one per cent on 
the first $100 and a full one per 
cent on amounts above $100. The 
House was in a mood to go right 
on through with the subject and 
perfect the bill at the reduced rate. 

McCawley, attempting to gain 
recognition to announce he would 
place the bill on the informal cal- 
endar, was interrupted by O’Bryan, 
who had a motion to perfect the 
bill. If that had carried, the bill 
would have been past the amend- 
ment stage and on the road to 
passage in its amended form. 

Much debate ensued, McCawley 
insisting that a bill was under the 
control of its author and that he 
had a right to place it on the in- 
formal calendar and O’Bryan in- 
sisting that the bill was in the 
control of the House to do with it 
as it pleased. 

McCawley finally admitted the 
bill was under the control of the 
House. O Bryan then consented 
that McCawley’s wish should be 
complied with. He said, however, 
that he intended to call it up to- 
day or tomorrow if McCawley did 
not, and Bennett said that if 
O'Bryan did not call it up he 
would.

but is paid for day by day from 
the taxes which people still in a 


position to pay are paying. 


We cannot let people starve and 


freeze to death, but no independ- 
ent American citizen likes to be 
the object of charity, even when 
the charity comes from their own 
Government and we should study 
carefully the

causes which have 


mental changes in our economic 
system as are needed to prevent a 
recurrence of the present situation. 


For Children. 


The only person to accept relief 
blithely and without harm to either 
the giver or the receiver, is the 
child, and therefore, from my point 


of view, it is the child who should 


have the most careful consideration 
at this time. On their health and 
their happy development rests the 
future of our country. If they are 
not properly fed, if their surround- 
ings are such that they are warped 


and unhappy the prisons and insane 


asylums will tell tne tale 20 years 
from now. 

Relief comes from the pockets of 
our people and should therefore be 
spent with the greatest possible 
economy, but it should also be spent 
so as to bring a maximum good to 
the children. We must not lose 
sight of the fact that while older 
people must be given shelter and 
warmth, we are doing more than 
that for the children and must do 
more than that, for if their bodies 
are not properly developed their 
minds and spirits will suffer. 


2 Things to Learn. 


This is an emergency which can 
not be treated according to our old 
rules. The type of people needing 
our assistance are entirely different 
from those ordinarily seeking char- 
ity, and we must realize that the 
attitude towards people now in need 


must be entirely different from that 


usually adopted. I personally feel 
that in every plan, stress must be 
laid on the fact that in dealing with 
youth, we must bve a vision of 
their future life and try to prepare 
them, not only for what we hope 
is a very temporary present, but 
for better conditions in the future. 
The things that we teach the youth 
in this crisis, may be the — 
things which will make a better fu- 
ture possible and that must be kept 
in the minds of those who are plan- 
ning and administering relief today. 

We have been a frontier nation 
and our people, even the poorest, 
and fairly recent arrivals on our 
shores, soon learn the habits of the 
frontier. Frontier life is wasteful. 
You do not conserve—there is so 
mich you have to destroy in order 
to begin to build and you get into 
the habit of destroying on a wkole- 
Sale scale and of being very care- 
less in ways which the older na- 
tions would never countenance. We 
are growing up and we must ac- 
quire some of the traits of the old- 
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er civilizations. This is ourchance as represented, or the house was 
so flimsily built that repairs had 


to teach many things, willy-nilly, 
to our people. How and what they 
can buy most economically, what 
savings can be made by buying in 
bulk, what is a balanced meal 
which will keep the children from 
being undernourished, and the men 
in good condition for either man- 
ual or mental labor, how to cook 
these meals so that they will be ap- 
petizing and palatable. Much of 
this education is, of course, be- 
cause it deals with the home, pri- 
marily for the wife and mother to 
assimilate. But the father also has 
much to learn. 

Sometimes the husband and chil- 
dren in the family are not as easy 
to please or as thoughtful about uc- 
cepting rules of diet as they might 
be, so this is a time of self-discip- 
line which men as well as women 
and their children, too, have to ac- 
cept. 

One of the saddest things which 
comes to me as a daily experience is 
the fact that so many of our people 
have put all their savings into a 
little home which for some reason 
or another they are losing at pres- 
ent. Sometimes the family’s earn- 
ing power has vanished and the 
mortgage, which seemed perfectly 
legitimate when a good income was 
coming in, becomes an impossible 
thing to pay interest on under the 
present circumstances. High pres- 
sure salesmanship which has been 
so much developed in the last years, 
even went into this field of home 
buying, and I think a great many 


‘people undertook to finance a home 


of their own before they had saved 
sufficient money to make it a really 
safe proposition, and many of them 
did not know enough themselves to 
calculate what interest, taxes and 
insurance would come to and sales- 
men, of course, do not point it out 
to them. Sometimes the property 
was sold under false pretenses and 
the carrying charges not only 
proved to be very much heavier 
than the buyer realized, but the 
property was either not as valuable 


to be made almost at once 


and 


added enormously to these carrying 


charges. 

I do still believe that it is a 
great thing for children if they can 
call some small piece of ground 
and some house “home” and have 
it grow into their consciousness as 
a permanent abiding place, but I 
think we have gone a little mad 
on installment buying. There was 
a time when people saved until 
whatever they bought, they actual- 
ly could pay for and if perhaps a 
little of that spirit should come 
back to us now, we would not again 
see our life savings swept away 
because we could not meet the in- 
stallment payments. 


The Future. 


The taxes, of course, are largely 
a question of whether the individu- 
al members of a community do 
their duties as citizens. If they 
really know what they want in 
their community and what they 
are willing to pay for and how 
their money is being spent, there 
will be less waste and dishonesty in 
government and our taxes will not 
be so high. 

Because of our present condition 
and our interest in the future of 
our children, all these things press 
upon us for consideration today. 
There are many discontented péo- 
ple in our midst and they are many 
who feel that radical changes must 
come about, some evén preach vio- 
lence. I personally feel.that radi- 
cal changes are coming, but if we 
are wise they will come in an or- 
derly manner and through willing- 
hess on our part to face facts. The 
first changes must be in our éwn 
characters. We will use more com- 
mon sense and develop more self 
denial and greater simplicity in liv- 
‘ing, If we do this, violence will 
be unnecessary to give more wide- 
spread security to all in the future.

you bid three hearts. If partner 
signs off with three no trumps, 
pass, as you have an absolute min- 
imum for your jump take-out. Had 
your diamond holding been A J x, 
you would bid four no trumps to 
show a second ace and more than 
the strength promised by your first 
response. 

If your heart holding were 
K Q xxx x and you had a single- 
ton club, bid four hearts over 
three no trumps, showing great 
length in that suit and a preference 
for suit play on distributional 
grounds or possibly because of 100 
honors. Opener should pass the four 
hearts unless he can be positive 
that a slam can be made, although 
an ace is out against you. For in- 
stance, if he held— 

Sp. K J x Di. A 10x 

Hits, A xx Cl. KJ x 

he would, after your rebid of four 
hearts, read you for only one of the 
black aces. Your heart holding is,‘ 
he knows, headed by K Q, which 
accounts for another primary trick. 
Your additional trick, of which one- 
half may be secondary, must be in 
diamonds if you have the ace of 
clubs (king of diamonds or Q-J), 
so that you should in any event 
have a diamond finesse for the 
— since plainly a spade must be 
ost. a 

If you have the ace of spades, 
you can have nothing in clubs, so 
your other trick must be either the 
king-queen of diamonds or a half 
trick in diamonds, and the queen 
of spades. There will be at worst a 
finesse for the slam, after losing 
to the ace of clubs. He is thus thor- 
oughly justified in bidding five no 
trumps, which you should take to 
six no trumps if you have no sin- 
gleton and to six hearts if you have 
a singleton or with 100 honors in 
that suit. J 
In a tournament most of us would 
rebid to six no trumps, lacking 
heart honors, even with a singleton, 
because of the higher trick value. 

I give the above inferences in de- 
tail because I want to illustrate 
how the ultimate elimination of 
losers is the sole logical method of 
slam bidding. The preliminary bid- 
ding must, therefore, facilitate this 
process and give to it every possible 
precision. 

With the opening hand given 
above, your partner would benefit 
by being declarer in no trumps, as 
a spade lead would not be danger- 
ous coming up to his hand. 

On your rebid to four Kearts your 
partner will infer that you have a 
six-catd suit and may, therefore, 
have a half trick leas in the hand.

Our sunroom proved to be an ex- 
tremely light, airy room with win- 
dows along one wall and two win- 
dows divided by glass doors leading 
into the garden on another wall.

As this was to be primarily a 
recreation room the first pieces we 
decided on were a bridge table and 
chairs. A table and chairs of this 
type are extremely practical as they 
are ready for use at any time and 
with the manual labor of 
dragging up chairs when a game is 
desired. Also, this set-up makés 
the room as useable for breakfast 
as for bridge. The chairs are of the 
ladder-back style with rush seats 
for the table has drop leaves so 
that it is very simple to dispose 
of the grouping when desired. 

The seating arrangements of the 


room next engaged our attention. 
We wanted chairs that would be 
very comfortable and yet not com- 
monplace. We found a complete 
set consisting of a tiny two-seated 
couch, a large chair with a foot 
rest and a smaller, arm chair, all of 
very pleasing design and covered 
in a most attractive plaid, home- 
spun fabric. The plaid, which in- 
cidently is one of the newest notes 
in decorating, is in tones of green, 
yellow and red. The three pieces 
and footstool seemed extremely 
reasonable for less than $100.

is the central point of a refreshing 
group. Matching, standing lamps 
with maple, milk-stool bases and 
hob-nailed glass bowls have shades 
of calico in red and yellow to 
blend with the plaid of the couch.

above while a tiny tavern table 
placed in front of the couch holds 
copper smoking accessories. The 
chair with the footstool is placed 
close by in a conversational group- 
ing while the other one is across 
the room near the garden door.

Desiring to retain some of the 
joys of a sunroom we selected a 
matching pair of maple flower 
boxes and placed them under the 
two windows facing the garden. 
Filled with greenery, they help to 
bring the garden indoors. 


being half its charm, it seemed 

desirable to select a fabric for 
the curtains which would let in as 
much light as possible. We found a 
material, very loosely woven, in a 
cross-barred pattern in tones to 
blend with the plaid used on the up- 
holstered pieces. On the long win- 
dow one curtain was placed at each 
end with a very simple ruffled 
valance to hold them together; each 
of the other two windows has only 
one curtain which drapes away 
from the door. 

One hooked rug, in a charming 
pattern and in tones to blend with 
the other colors of the room is 
placed on the floor. It is assumed 
that most sunrooms would have 
tiled floors or attractive wood ones; 
if not, linoleum simulating either 
one could be used and would add 
about $30 to the budget. 

Of course, many more items could 
be added to make this a real game 
room, depending on the hobbies of 
the family. A large closet might 
store a folding ping-pong or pool ta- 
ble, while a backgammon or poker 
table might be preferred to the 
bridge setup. Whatever it is, such 
a room as this should make the 
home a gay gathering place for 
kindred spirits.

Pus Germs 


GERM may be given a name 
A cescriptive of its shape, which 

might be round, club-like or 
wa vy. 

Again, it may be named for the 
disease which it causes. Also its 
name may indicate certain charac- 
teristics of its growth. 

The staphylococcus or common 
pus-producing germs are so called 
because they are round or grape- 
like and grow in clusters. 


The staphylococcus germs have 
been known for many years. Re- 
cently, however, we have been able 
more adequately to appreciate their 
destructive character. 


Staphylococci often are carried 
on the skins of people who show no 
symptoms or evidences of any dis- 
ease. 

Such persons are called carriers 
of the germ, and, though these car- 
riers may themselves be free of 
disease, they may transmit the 
germ to others. A recorded case 
will illustrate this point. 

A nursemaid suffering from styes 
entered the service of a family in 
which there were two children. 
Shortly afterwards one of the chil- 
dren developed a stye and the other 
a skin abscess. 

The maid went away for several 
months and the children recovered, 
but when she returned, although 
she was entirely free from symp- 
toms, there was a fresh outbreak of 
infection in the children, 

When the nursemaid was exam- 
ined, it was found that she carried 
virulent germs in certain structures 
of her eyes, though her eyes were 
apparently free of any disease 
symptoms. 

Once an infection from staphy- 
lococcus germs has occurred, the 
body becomes sensitive to the ef- 
fects of the germs and subsequent 
attacks may give rise to the forma 
tion of crops of boils and carbun- 
cles. 

Recently there has been devel- 
oped an anti-serum which in a cer- 
tain percentage of cases is effective 
in overcoming the toxic effects of 
staphylococcus germs. Also effec-

me Washington remains a 
mystery, and no one can 
solve it. It is hardly correct 

to speak of him as a man of 


genius, though his old flintlock 


intellect is more highly rated 
abroad than at home. But if he 
was not a genius he was some- 
thing better—a_ still, strong, 
wise, clear-seeing man, who 
picked his way amid the in- 


trigues of friends and the trick- 


ery of foes, leading his people 
to victory, peace and honor. 

If we are to understand 
Washington at all, we must re- 
member that he was distinctly 
a man of action—a man born to 
do, to achieve, to lead, not to 
think, to write, to dream; he 
lived not in ideas or feelings, 
but in duties and deeds—he did 
more and said less than any 
man of his age. There was in 
him a certain stateliness of 
soul, a blend of courage, fore- 
sight, integrity and moral au- 
thority which won and swayed 
men. 


No one would say that he was 
a military genius of the first 
rank, though, like William of 
Orange, he could lose every 
battle and yet win the cam- 
paign. He triumphed more by 
tenacity than by strategy, more 
by endurance than by adven- 
ture. He had not the eloquence 
of Patrick Henry, the financial 
wizardry of Hamilton, the legal 
acumen of Marshall, the politi- 
cal science of Madison, the 
creative inventiveness of Frank- 
lin, or the intellectual curiosity 
of Jefferson. Yet such was his 
power that he was the acknowl- 
edged master of all these men, 
commanding their confidence 
and loyalty. 

-At a time when others tem- 
porized with shifting prejudice 
and sectional animosity, Wash- 
ington gave his voice for a 
powerful Union. Others doubt- 
ed; he was sure. The people 
did not trust Jefferson, much 
as they admired him—they sel- 
dom trust a brilliant, facile 
mind. Hamilton did not trust 
the people, on the ground that

not it been for Washington, 
who stood above all parties, 
our Republic would have fallen 
between two stools. 

All men knew that whoever 
else might let go of faith, be- 
tray the public trust, and sink 
into self-seeking, that Wash- 
ington would never do. The 
secret of his power lay not in 
the magic of personal magnet- 
ism, of which there is no trace, 


but in the sheer power of char- 


acter, in which moral ‘integrity 
and common sense were lifted 
to the level of genius.

SURAKARTA, Java, Feb. 23.— 
John R. Fell, Philadelphia sports- 
man, was found dead in a hotel 
here last night with a table knife 
in his breast. 

His bride of a year, who was with 
him on a world tour, told police to- 
day that his last words were: “It’s 
my fault. 1 did it.” 

He had no business or domestic 
vorries, Mrs. Fell said, and she 
knew of nothing which might ex- 
plain a suicide. 

Mrs. Fell, the former Martha Ed- 
erton of the stage, was the third 
wife of the noted polo player, prom- 
nent in New York and Philadel- 
phia Society. His first wife, the 
former Miss Dorothy Randolph, is 
now Mrs. Ogden L. Mills, wife of 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Wife’s Story to the Police. 

Mrs. Fell in her story to police 


„We had a glass of beer together 
at the bar downstairs and then 
went to dine in private. 

“The table was set and my hus- 
band sat down to eat. As I recall, 
I was at the washstand with my 
back to him, There was no thought 
of tragedy in my mind. 

“Suddenly I turned toward the 
table. At that moment I saw my 
husband rise from his chair and 
stagger toward the bed. | 

“A foot or 80 from the bed he 
crumpled up and sank to the floor. 

T rushed to his side, and then 
saw for the first time that a table 
knife was protruding from his 
breast. | 

“I pulled out the knife and threw 
it across the room. I was horritied 
and terror-stricken. 

„J shouted for help, and another 
uest of the hotel arrived just as 
he died.” 

Guest Heard Last Words. 

Police said their investigation 
showed that Fell’s last words were 
heard by the guest who rushed to 
Mrs. Fell’s assistance. 

The hotel is characteristic of 
Dutch East Indian inns. The rooms 
are all open on two or three sides, 
with nothing but a two-foot high 
wooden wall to keep outsiders 
away and with rattan shades on 

wollers. Observers pointed out that 
it would have been comparatively 
simple for someone with designs on 
Fell's life to have entered the room 
without the knowledge of Mrs. Fell. 

Fell left Marseilles, France, 4 
month ago on a world tour in 
which, Java was scheduled for a 
brief stop. 

Fell was a noted polo player and 
horseman and a member of the 
First City Troop of Philadelphia, in 
which he entered the World War 
as a private. Later he became an 
officer in the United States army 
quartermaster corps in France. He 
was a graduate of the Plattsburg 
training camp.
